Washington, January 4.—(Special.)—The 
mugwump democrats of New York are rais- 
ing 8 great howl because the 
eaucus for the election for a 
senator by the New York legislature has 
been called for next Tuesday night, a week 
before the lay of the election. They are 
howling that it is . snap caucus. 

When called upon today for an expla- 
pation, Senator Hill referred to Mr. Rock- 
well who simply laughed and said, “The 
eaucus was called for next Tuesday simply 
Because that is 2 convenient day. lt is 
convenient becaus: Governor Flower gives 
his great recept'nn on Monday night, and 
the people outsil> of Ajbany who desire to 
attend that reception will have an oppor- 
tunity to be in Albany on the night of the 
caucus and know who is to be the next 
senator of New ork. And again, what 
matters it when the caucus is called? 
There is but one caudidat. for senator and 
there are no indications that there will 
be any other. Eve. though the caucus were 
postponed a weed no one has any doubt buc 
that Edward Murphy would be elected sen- 
ator.” 

Senator Hill returned from New York 
this morning. He is naturally very much 
interested in Mr. Murphy’s contest for the 
senate, and told his friends today that he 
was unable to find-in the entire New York 


- Jefislature but seven mem who would op- 


pose Mr. Murphys election. He does not 
believe that there will be any opposition 
candidate. 

Speaker Crisp on Hand and at Work. 

Speaker Jrisp was sufficiently recovered 
today to go to the capitol and preside over 
the house. He remained at the capitol for 
several hours, after adjournment attended 
to his correspondence and talking with the 
members who called upon him in great 
numbers. They cougratulate him upon the 
now recognized fact that he will have no 
opposition for re-ciection as speaker of the 
house. Judging from the reception given 
him by the members today, it is quite cer- 
tain thet there has never been a more pop- 
ular speaker with the members of the 
house. 

The Senatorial Fichts. 

Many United States senators are to be 
elected within the next two weeks. The 
greatest interest centers in New York, 
though knowing ones are practically certain 
now that-Murphy will be elected. 

New York, Wisconsin and California are 
certain to send democrats to the senate in 
placs of the republicaus at present repre- 
senting these states, and there is no longer 
any doubt but that the senate will be dem: 
ocratic. Nebraska and Wyoming, it is be 
lieved, will send democrats. 

In Wyoming the legislature on a joint bal- 
lot stands one majority for the republicans. 
though it is probable that the democrats 
will unseat a fraudulent republican and 
thereby control and elect the senator. 

I» Nebraska the senate stands fifteen re- 
publican, four democrats aud fourteen inde 
pendehts. ‘Che house stands forty-eight re 
publican, cleven democrats and forty-one in- 
dependents. The outlook is that the dem- 
ocrats will organize the senate and the in- 
dependents the house, by a combinatioa of 
the two. And it is believed that the senator 
elected will pe a democrat.

Although there was a great deal of noise 
and bustle in the hall uf the house this 
morning before the hour of noon, it was 
caused mainly by the members-elect and vis- 
itors—there being but few members in at 
tendance.

TYPHUS FEVcR SPREADING. 


Ten New Cases Reported in New York Yes- 
terday—Forty-One Victims to Date. 


New York, January 4.—Typhus fever is 
now epidemic. Before 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing the health officials had discovered ten 
new cases, all on the eastside of the city 
and in the most thickly populated districts. 
Today’s cases make a total of forty-one 
victims since December 1st, when the plague 
first broke out. There was one death from 
the disease at North Brothers’ island dur- 
ing the night; John Silski, who had been 
taken from 44 Bayard street. It looks as 
though the disease had made great head- 
way with the health department. _ 

There was some delay in taking rigid pre- 
cautions against the scourge as far as lodg- 
ing” houses are concerned, and to this may 
be attributed the rapid advance which the 
disease has been making. 3 

All the lodging houses south of Tour- 
teenth street. and there @re 116 of them, 
were visited last night by the health inspect- 
ors. 

Every one of the lodgers were examined. 
It is intendel to prevent the overcrowding 
of these places, and compel the proprietors 
to place no mere beds in the rooms than 
their licenses allow. The pest hole, at 34 
Bayard street, where the first case was dis- 
eovered, was fomid to have thirty-seven 
beds in excess. The total number of lodgers 
in all the lodging! houses iv the city is 45,- 
000. The health board will meet today to 
take additional steps against the spread of 
the plague. , 

John W. Henry, a newsboy, immate of 
the Newshoys Home, Duane street, was 
found suffering from typhus fever this morn- 
ing and taken to the reception hespital. 

Three more deaths from typhus fever were 
reported this morning. Heiary Eneedal, 
twenty years old; Henry Gray, forty-iwo 
years old, and D. Brennan, forty-five years 
old, all of whom had been taker from 34 
Bayard street to North Brothers Islard. 


THAT SUPPRESSED LETTER. 


Bishop Keane Says the Statement of I887 
Shoald Be Given. 


Washington, January 4.—Bishop Keane, 
being asked this evening as to what he had 
to say in regard to the recent statements 
concerning the suppressed letter in the Mc- 
Glynn case, said: 

“It is very singular that the parties who 
have so carefully reproduced the old sto 
of 1887 have failed to give also to he 
public the official stateghent by which the 
story was at that time disposel of. On 
September 12, 1887, a statement was given 
to the press of the country explaining rea- 
sons why Dr. Burtsell’s letter was not 
handed to the propag:nda. Briefly stated, 
the letter was directed to Cardinal Gibbons, 
then in Rome, and not to the propaganda. 
Instead of “suppressing” the contents of the 
letter, Cardinal Gibtons was very careful 
fo communicate them to the cardinal prefect 
of propaganda. Cardinal Gibbons was in 
no way authorized to act as an intermediary 
between McGlynn and his archbishop, and, 
therefore, scrupulously avoided interfering 
in a matter in which he had no direct con- 
cern, and his visit to Rome had in view a 
different purpose.” 


SEVERAL FIREMEN INJURED 


By the Explosion of Natural Gas ata Fire in 
Chicago. 


Chicago, January 4.—The fire which 
started in the thirteen story building, 4u,- 
425 Dearborn street occupied by Donohue 
& Henneberry, pr'nters and publishers, at 
3 o'clock this afternoon, caused by an 
explosion of natural gas which seriously 
damaged the lower front of the building. 
Several firemen were badly ,injured by the 
explosion—two of them probably fatally. 
Workmen. next door had broken a pipe and 
the gas could not be controlled as the valve 
could not be found. Four successive ex- 
plosions. occurred before the gas was cut 
off. ‘The firemen were in the basement when 
caught in the explosion.

The Struggle for the Election of United 
States Senators, 


DEMOCRATIC PROSPECTS SPLENDID 


Republicans Have About Given it 
up in Montane. 


DEMOCRATS CONTROL THE HOUSE 


They Divided the Offices With the Popu- 
listse—A Chance in Cali crnia—The 
News From Other States. 


Sacramento, Cal., January 4.—Both 
houses organized yesterday, the democrats 
controlling the assembly and the republi- 
cans the senate. This throws over the 
election of United States senator two 
weeks. Stephen White, .the leading demo- 
cratic candidate, claims he has secured 
Burke, non-partisan, and also Carlson, in- 
dependent. It he has these two he lacks 
only one vote. White’s enemies, however, 
have begun to talk of a dark horse and 
have mentioned iJoyd Tevis, who recently 
retired from the presidency of the Wells, 
Fargo & Uo. bank and express company. 
Tevis is one of the ablest financiers on the 
coast and is worth $10,000,000. He has 
political: ambition. ; 

New complications in the senatorial fight 
arise every day. Today was made note- 
worthy by the withdrawal of Jeremiah 
Lynch, which leaves the democratic field 
clear for Stephen White. White is now 
confronted with mutiny in his own ranks, 
two assemblymen refusing to sign the cau- 
cus rule. Even if two populists and one 
independent vote with the democrats they 
have no majority. To secure this majori- 
ty the democrats haveissued a secret call 
for a caucus tomorrow evening on the 
senatorship. Jhey need three votes. _ An 
attempt will be made to unseat H. B. Mill- 
er, of Alameda, and James McGowan, of 
San Francisco. It is reported that four 
republicans will absent themselves during 
the senatorial balloting. This would give 
White a clear majority. 


THE NEBRASKA DEADLOCK.

It Remains Unbroken, but a Temporary 
Secretary Has Been Elected. 


Lincoln, Neb., January 4.—The dead- 
lock in the Nebraska senate remains un- 
broken. Frank Wilson, republican, was 
elected temporary secretary this morning, 
but it was a prearrayged plan to make some 
show of progress. The members were reg- 
ularly seated and sworn in, after which ad- 
journment was taken until 3 o’clock p. m. 
The house continued the work of organiz- 
ing, the independents taking all of the offi- 
Ces except one. 

When the house was called to order at 
3:30 o'clock debate was cut short by the 
speaker ruling that all business was out of 
order until a canvass of votes was made, 
The house then adjourned until 10 o'clock 
a. m. temorrow. This action “postpones 
the inaugural of Governor-elect Crounse 
and throws the senatorial fight over until 
next week. The senate is deadlocked on 
the election. of a president pro tem. There 
seems to be no question that the democrats 
and independents of the house will com- 
bine on the election of a senator, but the 
same parties in the senate seem to be di- 
vided. Paddock stock consequently drops 
a peg and Majors stock advances. Majors 
is republican lieufenant governor. Crounse, 
the governor-elect, is growing as a sena- 
torial candidate. Congressman Bryan, 
democrat, seems to be in the lead, however, 
being a favorite with the independents. 


WENT OFF QUIETLY. : 


Colorado Legislature Met Yeaterday—Rumor 
' of a Republican Split. 


Denver, Col., January 4.—The ninth gen- 
eral assembly of Colorado convened at noon 
today, and, contrary to expectatious, organ- 
ized in both houses without friction. Fear- 
ing trouble, Sheriff Burchwell was on hand 
with a large number of deputs, but their 
services were not needed. In the senate, 
the unusual experience of choosing a presi- 
dent pro tem. by acclamation was witnessed. 
Senator Cassamera Barela, democrat, the 
oldest senator in point of service, was 
named for that position by Senator Me- 
Kinley, democrat. The nomination was 
seconded by Senator Smith, populist, and, 
on motion of Senator Feker, republican, 
the choice was made by acclamation. An 
adjournment was then taken to 10 o’clock 
tomorrow. The house lost no time getting 
down to a test of strength, and the fact 
that two republicans had absented them- 
selves from the caucus made the result 
doubtful. The republicans voted solid, how- 
ever, and John R: Willingford was chosen 
chief clerk by a vote of 33 to 32. Platt 
Wickes was made temporary speaker by the 
same vote. For permanent speaker, R. L. 
Wooten was named by the democrats and 
Elias M. Emmons by the republicans. The 
latter was chosen by a party vote of 33 to 
32. Theré are rumors of a possible split in 
the republican ranks in the house over the 
committee chairmanship, and a repetition of 
the scenes of two years ago are not im- 
probable. 


DEMOCRATS HAVE MONTANA. 


Their Deal with the Populists Working Al 
Richt. 

Helena, Mont., January 4.—The organi- 
zation of the house of representatives be- 
gun under an arrangement between the 
populists and democrats was con- 
cluded this morning. The populists have 
the speaker and the sergeant-at-arms, the 
democrats the assistant clerk and assist- 
ant sergeant-at-arms. The republicans have 
stopped dilatory movements, but are 
watching closely for an opportunity to 
get contro] of the house. The margin be- 
tween the two sides is so close that the 
absence of a democrat and the switching 
of one populist will. give the republicans 
control. The latter refuse to pair under 
any circumstances. They still refuse to 
allow Davidson, the sick democrat, to at- 
tend the sessions. ’ 


LATEST FROM ° KANSAS. 


Republicans Claim That They Will Organize 
the House. 

Topeka, Kan., January 4.—The supreme. 
court this morning decided two of the four 
legislative contests which were argued yes- 
day. In the Jackson couaty case, where 
Ed Shellabarger, pout contested the 
election of Nick Kline, republican, the peti- 
tion for mandamus was refused, and Nick 
Kline will take part in the organization of 
the house. In the republican county case, 
where some tickets were misprinted, the 
court held that the error was evidently a 
clerical one, and that voters using the 
tickets should not be disfranchised. The 
case was against the populists. Many cases 
will be considered tomorrow. The repub- 
lican managers claim that it is a settled 
fact that they wil! o the house.

A TALK WITH DANIEL 


He Denies That Cleveland Is Interfering in 
Senatorial Elections. 


New York, Jannary 4.—The question has 
been asked Daniel S. Lamont, “what found- 
ation is there for the published report that 
Cleveland is interfering in the senatorial 
contest in varioug’states and endeavoring to 
dictate the election of his friends?” 

“It is time,” angéwered Mr. Lamont, “that 
the friends of Mr. Cleveland took some no- 
tice of this falsejood. I.can state author- 
itatively that Mr. Cleveland has not dictated 
or even sugges the election of any one 
in the states in Which there are democratic 
legislatures and Where contests are being 
made.”’ 

“Has Mr. Cleveland expressed himself 
about these reports?” 

“He has. I hate received many letters 
asking if the reports were true. I may say 
that in many of the states Mr.. @leveland 
does not. know are candidates for sen- 
ator, except thro general report. In 
New York, of eotrse, “Mr. Cleveland has 
stated his obj to Murphy, as he had 
the right to do, yg he has not gone- beyond 
his own state.” © 

Mr. Lamont wad asked if he would tell 
Mr. Cleveland's attitude toward those who 
might be looked an as Having been anti- 
Cleveland men. He shook his head at first 
and then was asked as to the truth of the 
story afloat in political circles to this effect. 
A prominent anti-Cleveland democrat from 
this state called an Mr. Lamont and asked 
him about the treatment those men who 
had opposed Mr. Cleveland would receive, to 
which Mr. Lamont replied that he did not 
care to talk about that matter, but he could 
say that Mr. Cleveland would certainly not 
forget the men who were in favor of him. 

“That is true,” said he, “I said it, and it 
represents Mr. Cleveland’s position.”

And a Regular Battle Occurs — Heavy 
Loss of Life on Bo'h Sides—The 
Murderers Lynched. 


Johnson City, Tenn., January 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The report comes from Bakersville, 
N. C., that Calvi: Snypes, the murderer of 
Isaac Osborne, was lynched at this place 
this morning. In the attempt, eleven of the 
= posse were killed and ten of the 
mob. 

It was one of the bloodiest riots that ever 
occurred in North Carolina, and a messenger 
just form there says that both sides are stil] 
fighting and many more people are being 
killed. Those of the sheriff’s posse who were 
killed are James Williams, Dan Richie, 
Robert Jones, Phillip Sams, Elmer Johnson, 
William Reed, Tom JBechner, Wallace 
Laws, Nathan Pannel, George Hallifield 
and Tom Hale. Those of the mob were 
John Worth, William Osborne, Theo Bai- 
iff, Will Perry, John Osborne, Phil Crowd- 
er, Jim Nance, Will Butler, Hagery Bydd, 
Owen Thomas and Jack Phillips.

Cause of the Conflict. 

Johnson City, | Tenn., January 4.—The 
facts which led up to the terrible lynching 
affray in Bakersville, N. C., were as fol- 
lows: Aaron Wiseman and Calvin Snipes 
Were partners én an illicit distillery in Mitch- 
ell county, N. C., and had told William 
Osborne and Isaac Osborne, two brothers, 
reported where the distellery was sit- 
uated. William Osborne reported the 
distillery to the officials at Bakersville, N. 
C., and helped them to destroy it. Wise- 
man and Snypes suspected Isaac Osborne 
as the reporter. On the night of August 
27, 1892, Snypes and Wiseman, armed with 
Winchester rifles, went to the house of 
Isaac Osborne and called him up. Osborne 
came to the door and the-culprits opened 
fire, almost riddling him with bullets. Wise- 
man and Snipes were arrested. but sufficient 
evidence could not be obtained against Wise- 
man, and-he-was released. Snypes was 
bound over to the superior count ou purely 
circumstantial evidsnee. He was placed in 
jail and after being confined about two 
weeks, confessed to the killing in the man- 


ner abore -relnted. 


The story of lynching and the fatal con- 
flict with the sheriff's posse is confirmed. 
The names of those of the sheriff’s posse 
killed are as follows: J. N. Williams, D. 
T. Richie, P, B. Sams, R. BE. Johnson, 
Aaron Reed, T. N. Beckner. J. W. Laws, 
N. R. Pannell, @. N. Hallifield and Tom 
Hall. The names of those of the mob: kill- 
ed are John Worth, William Osborne, 'T. 
G. Bailiff, Will Perry, John Osborne, Phil 
Crowder, Jim Nance, Will Butler, Hagey 
Byrd, Owen Thomas, Jack Phillips and 
several others whose names are not known 
at present. 

Details of the Battle. 


Marion, N. C., January 4.—The attack 
on the Mitchell county jail was made at 6 
o'clock Tuesday night. The structure is a 
frame building, and little calculated to with- 
stand an assault. But Sheriff Moomaw had 
it garrisoned with about seventy-five de- 
termined men, who declared they would 
see the law upheld or die. The attack was 
expected all day Tuesday. The moun- 
taineers of Mitchell, McDougall and Yancy 
counties were assembling in the little 
mountain hamlet of Bakersville until the 
population of five hundred was about 
doubled. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon a forma] 
demand was made upon Sheriff Moomaw’s 
for Snypes and the two Whitsons by a 
messenger from the mob, who approached 


the jail under a flag of truce. To this the 


garrison responded. “We will die first.” 

They knew there would be a fight. The 
little company split up into three parts, one 
remaining in the jail and the other two oc- 
cupying the sheriff’s house and barn near 
the main building. Winchesters were load- 
ed and the men waited for the final strug- 
gle. They were not long in suspense. The 
night would be bright with moonlight and 
it was useless for the mob to wait for dark- 
ness. 

About sundown the first attack was made. 
At least five hundred armed men marched 
up the road and then with a how! broke on 
a run for the jail.The garrison was ready 
for them.., 

The First Volley. 

“Halt! or I'll give the order to fire!” sang 
out Sheriff Moomaw. No attention was 
paid to the warning. 

“Fire!” rang out the order, and seventy- 
five rifles poured a direct and flanking hail 
of bullets into the- determined lynchers. 
They wavered & moment as a 
score of them went down, but 
with the steadiness of veterans closed 
up their ranks and rushed forward again 
under the leadership of a gigantic moun- 
taineer. who urged them forwad with the 
old “rebel” yell. Again the rifles of the 
beseiged rang out and this time they were 
answered by a concentrated fire from the 
mob. The aim was deadly. Every window 
on the exposed sides of the building occu- 
pied by the defenders were shot out. A

up to the windows and return the fire be 
fore the mob was upon them There was 
a short struggle, a few revolver shots, 100 
clubbed rifles and all owas over. 
The deputies with their leader, Sheriff Moo- 
maw, mortally wounded were in the hands 
of the mob, and every one of them was 
looking down the muzzle of ,at least three

placed around their necks, with one hundred 


men, mad with thirst for blood, at the end 
of each.

Behind them followed 
the remainder of the mob, firing at the pros- 
trate forms at every step.

Thirty-three Dead. 

Then the mob returned to look for the 
dead and wounded. In the little enclosure 
and on the roadbed in front of the jail 
twenty-five bodies were found and in three 
buildings eight more were rigid in death. 
About thirty others were wounded, some 
of them fatally, among these being the 
gallant Sheriff Moomaw, who was shot 
twice through the chest and three times 
through the abdomen. 

Nothing definite is known of the wound- 
ed, as Bakersville is miles away from a 
telegraph office and all news brought to 
this point or Johnson City, in Tennessee, 
comes by carrier. Since the first news 
was received four more of the sheriff's 
posse are reported dead and five more of 
the mob. 

The mob remained under arms. A hand- 
full of the sheriff’s posse also remained 
under arms and was rapidly reinferced. 
All through the morning the crowd con- 
tinued to receive accessions to its ranks 
and -by noon che party numbered suvout 
five to six hundred men. Feelings ran high 
and after a few speeches the posse resolved 
to avenge Sheriff Moomaw’s death. 

Twenty-Five More Killed. 

Another battle tcok place shortly after 
noon in which at least twenty-five more 
men were killed. What will be the result, 
no one here can tell but troops are expected. 


AN ENTERTAINING STRANGER 


Who Worked a Wilmington Preacher for Six 
Dollars and a Half. 

Wilmington, N. C., January 4—A 
stranger, representing himself as Dr. W. 
H. Ellison, of Washington City, and exe- 
cutor of the estate of Mrs Eliza Wardlaw 
called on Rev. Dr. Nash, pastor of the 
Fifth Street Methodist church, last Mon- 
day and informed him that Mrs. Ward- 
law had in her will left that church five 
bundred dollars, and he wished to draw 
a sight draft on Drexel & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, in favor of Dr. Nash for that 
amount, which was done. He added that 
the costs in court when the will is pro 
bated would amount to $6.15 in connec 
tion with the draft. which amount Dr, 
Nash gave him. The stranger so capti- 
vated the pastor by his pleasant address 
and oily tongue that he was invited to 
supper at the parsonage, where he enter- 
tained the family with stirring incidents 
of the late war. It has just transpired 
that the seductive stranger is a fraud and 
that he has been playing the same game at 
other points. There is no trace of him thus 
far. 


HE SLAPPED HER FACE 


And When She Brought Him Up in Court He 
Tvok Her Life. 


Huntinston, W. Va., January 4,—Mrs. 
Martha ‘Graves was murdered’ here this 
afternoon by Jobn Rose, colored, who is a 
druggist. Since her separation from her 
husband last summer Rose has been pay- 
ing attention to Mrs. Graves and had 
lately become very jealous. Last night 
on the street he slapped her face and she 
threatened bis arrest. He told her he 
would cease to bother her if she would 
not prosecute him, and if she did he would 
kill her. This afternoon he was arrested 
and fined for dis —— upon the woman. 
He followed her fr the magistrate’s 
office to the house of a friend and shot her 
four times in te region of the heart and 
then cut her throat from ear to ear. He 
attempted to escape, but was found and ar- 
rested under the Chesapeake and Ohio 
depot, where he had crawled for conceal- 
ment. He says love and — made him 
murder his victim. The colo people are 
terribly excited and threaten lynching. A 
special grand jury will be empaneled for 
this case tomorrow. 


BLEW OUT HIS BRAINS. 


A Young Forger Prefers Death to Meeting

home suddenly after forging his father's 
name, blew out his brains with a revolver 
last night.

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Shot and Killed by W. S. Milner, 
Yesterday. : 
A THIRD PARTY TRAGEDY IN FAYETTE | 


The Rloody Result of an Angry Political 
Debate—The Facts in the Oase 
Recalled. — 


Webster Cox was shot and almost instant- 
ly killed by W. 8. Milner, at Milner’s 
store precinct, in the upper corner of Fay- 
ette county, yesterday at 1 o'clock. 

It was an election affray which neither 
of the parties to the bloody tragedy were 
original parties. From the reports at hand, 
which are as yét meager, it appears that 
Mr. William Cox, who is a progounced and 
aggressive third party leader in Fayette 
county, became involved in a heated politi- 
cal dispute with Mr, Jobn Walch, a one- 
legged man, who is an equally ardent dem- 
ocrat. In the end of the war of words Mr. 
Cox is said to have jerked away one of 
Walch’s crutches, and using it as a weapon, 
beat his disabled opponent in a savage fash- 
ion, hurting him badly about the head. 

Mr, W. 8S. Milner attempted) to stop the 
unequal combat and seized Cor to prevent 
him from continuing his wt tates work upon 
the one-legged Walsch. Seeing Milner doing 
this, Webster Cox took his father’s. part 
in the affair and attacked Milner in such 
& manner as to make it necessary for the 
latter togvigorously defend his own r- 
son. To do this Milner drew his revolver 
and opened fire on Webster Cox. 

The ball struck Cox in the abdomen and 
he fell upon the ground bleeding and in a 
dying condition. Within a few minutes 
his mortal agony ended. He was dead and 
the crowd of neighbors and friends gathered 
about the body with awe and regrets for 
the fatal occurrence, 

“hose present calmol the immediate tu- 
mult and prevented any further trouble, 
but there is a likelihood that the tragedy 
will gender a neighboorhood feud out of 
which more troubulous events and trage 


. dies may follow. 


It will be recalled that during the late 
state campaign, Mr. Milner reported that 
William Cox had said in a_ public 
speech at Milner’s store, that he, Cox. was 
ready for another wmr, that he wanted it 
waged against the rich men of the country 
end he was ready to take his weapons in 
hand and begin on Colonel Blalock and his 
sons in Jonesboro. 

There was considerable heated controver- 
Sy over the matter, the term “liar” was free- 
ly used by parties on both sides of the con- 
tention, and cards published in the n¢\vspa- 

rs, The matter was finally, and it was 

oped forever, absorbed by the fast follow- 
ing events of the campaign, but the trage- 
dy of yesterday doubtless had its relation 
back to that exciting incident. 

The sheriff and the coroner of Fayette 
county are both upon the scene of ths trage- 
dy and there will doubtless be a full and 
circumstantial investigation of the affair to- 


day. 

All the parties to the tragedy are highly 
connected and reputable citizens of the 
county. 


A TEXAS MURDERER CAUGHT. 


He Killed a Town Marsbal—A Trifling Cir- 
cumatance Led to Hia Capture. 

A lost letter picked up on the streets and 
turned over to the poli¢e, led to the cap- 
ture last night of Dr. B. F. Garrison who 
shot and killed Marshal Stephens, of Al- 
vord, Tex., during the Ohristmas holidays, 
and who had fled to Atianta te escape the 
consequences of Lis crime 

Garrison was arrested at Mrs. Echols’s 
boarding house at 62 Howyston street last 
night, by Mounted Offic Tom Barrett. 

Otticer Barret; was watching the house 
for Garrison, and when the young physi- 
cian stepped in Barrett walked up to him, 
and told him thit he wag a member of the 
police force and wanted him to go to the 
police station as Le was suspected of being 
Miller, the counteileiter, who escaped from 
the jail Sunday night. He was going under 
the assumed name of Miller here. 

He very pleasantly agreed to accompany 
the officer, and oftering him a fragrant 
cigar, the two walked to the police station 
where Miller was taken to Chief Connolly’s 
Othce and told the truth. He was not in 
the least excited und said: 

“Geltiemen, youre got the right man. 
I kilied Marshal Stephens, of Alvord, ‘Tex., 
Christmas and 1 have been in hiding since. 
1 knew wheu the olicer called a while ago 
that 1 was spotted, and 1 could have killed 
him in my room had 1 chosen, but 1 de- 
cided to bring bo more trouble on myself.” 

Lhe handsome, well-dressed young man 
told about the murder without taking his 
cigar from his mvuuth, and was little ex- 
cited. Garrison is about twenty-seven years 
old, and is a gruduate of the medical col- 
lege in Nashvule. ie is the leading phy- 
sician and .lruggist »f Alvord, Tex., a town 
of 1,000 people, and his family is one of 
the must promineut in the Lone Star state. 
tis brother is sheriff of Montague county, 
aujoluug Wise county, the county in 
which he lives. Iie was dressed in elegant 
style, and was fron his appearance a man 
of the world, 

Tuesdav afternoon, a letter and a news- 
paper clipping were brought to Chief Con- 
nolly’s ollice which told the story of the. 
murder. Ihe uewspaper clipping told of 
the killing in Alvord, Christmas, and said 
it was a cold-blocded murder. The paper sai i 
that Garrisou, two young mex: named Rags- 
dale, and Marsha! Stephéns went into a 
restaurant at night for supper. Garrison 
was kuown as a wild, quarrelsome man 
when drunk, and on the night of the kill- 
ing had been drinking. It was his first 
drunk in some time as hehad reformed and 
joined the church. He said that he was 
not as bad as he was painted, and he pull- 
ed out a pistol and flourished it around 
during the talk. ‘The marshal asked him to 
am it up or he would have to arrest him. 
te refused, and some words passed. Soon 
after the men” got up and walked to the 
rear of the restaurant, aad as they reached 
the door of the kitchen, Garrison wheeted 
suddenly and fired at Stephens. The ball 
struck the marsh:] in the head, and he fell. 
Garrison. continued to ghogt, firing four 
times. Every one of the four shots took 
effect in the marshal’s faee, and killed him 
instantly. Garrison then coolly walked 
over the body and out of the'room. He left 
Alvord that night and wag not heard of

down the pensions of the widows of Georgia 


eonfederate soldiers brings out a very In- 
feresting question. The tax rate as fixed by 
the legislature before the last seems to have 
been based upon the calculation that the 
widows were to be paid $100 each this 
year as well as last. Now comes the last 
Pgislature with its hatchet and cuts, down 
the appropriation to $60 each for the wives 
ef the old soldiers, and this leaves a rematn- 
der of $40 each from the amount already 
evied aud collected for the widows. 

In other words, it means that there will 
ye exactly $160,000 collected for the widows 
Jenied them by the recent law of the gener- 
al assembly. ‘The money will go to the gen- 
eral state treasury fund and will be devoted 
to paying the state’s expenses. Of course 
the legislature just adjourned has made pro- 
vision for the expenditure of this money 
after taking it away from the widows, but 
't is the opinion of many of the statehouse 
yficers who handle these pensions for the 
widows each year and deal their money out 
them that this was wrong for the legisla- 
ure to take the money from the widows 
which had already been collected for them 
7y taxalion. 

To these men and officials it seems to be 
mjust. ‘hey say the recent law reducing 
he pensions should have read so as to allow 
he widows to receive the $100 levied for 
bem this year and let the reduction be made 
ext yeur when the levy is estimated on the 
asis of this reduction. 

The four thousand widows who received 
heir pensions last year will get but $60 this 
ear. Those widows who qualitied and ap- 
lied last year, but who were denied their 
ghtful pensions on account of the lack of 
oney will by recent act of the legislature be 
pid the $100 due thew last year and will 
sso be on the roll for the $60 due this year. 
In this way it is easy to see that the work 
ithe pension department has wonderfully 
icreased within the past year and that

This was quite a change as Stocks has 
been allowed to spend his days in the office 
and the rooms adjoining, for the past seven 
monthse» Stocks was terribly taken aback 
at the order, and at first did not believe it. 
He telephoned to Captain Morrow and found 
that it was true. 

The Lock Was There. 

Yesterday morning Stocks was in the jail 
office all the morning, and talked with the 
visitors to the jail as he had been doing for 
a long time past. He went into his cell 
just after noon to eat dinner, and after par- 
taking °f his noon meal he went to the door 
and called Jailer Gilleland to let him out 
again. The jailer told him the opders he 
had received from Sheriff Morrow, and then 
Porter got somewhat angry. He asked the 
jailers to let him talk with Sheriff Morrow 
over the telephone, and he felt sure that he 
could fix the matter. He talked with the 
sheriff, and Captain Morrow told him he 
would look into the matter and let him 
know. 

Stocks was put back in his cell and he 
spent the afternoon there yesterday, and 
unless the order is rescinded he will con- 
tinue to spend the afternoons and mornings 
there.., 

It Is the Same Old Cell. 

The cell is a dark and gloomy one, and is 
the one noted for its picture covered, walls, 
painted by Sam Hill. It has been newly 
whitewashed, and now a picture of Prize 
fighter Corbett covers one wall, and a pho- 
tograph of Porter Stocks’s child hangs on 
another. A faint streak of light comes-in 
through a narrow, iron-bound window. 

“TI think it is unjust,” said Stocks yester- 
day afternoon, “that after all I have done 
for the jailers, I should be locked up in 
here. I have been-in the jail office during 
the day for seven months, and as the jailers 
will all tell you, have never given any one 
the slightest trouble. I have prevented two 
escapes, and tried to prevent a third one. I 
have had opportunities of getting away but 
have never tried to leave.”

A Sign of Progress. 

Our readers have heard something of 
the direct trade movement in @-sorgia, but 
many of them are not avvure of what has 
been accomplished in this line for the 
entire south. — 

Within the past year several steamship 
lines have been’ established between 
southern ports and foreign countries. 

The increase of steamship facilities ap- 
pears all along the coast from New- 
port News to New Orleans. The 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad backs 
the new line from Newport 
News to Liverpool with a fleet of six 
first-class vessels, the capital being fur- 
nished by British and American investors. 
Brunswick has five vessels of the Murrell 
line running between that port and Liver- 
pool and Bremen, while Savannah has a 
steamer of the Prince line which will 
be followed by others touching at Medi- 
terranean and Adriatic ports. Another 
line is projected from the same city. 
Charleston will soon have a line to Medi- 
terranean ports, and a London firm is 
thinking of starting a line from Port 
Royal, 8. C. A steamship line is now run- 
ning between Pensacola and Havana, and 
Bordeaux capitalists are thinking of start- 
ing a line from New Orleans. 

Several prominent English capitalists 
are closely studying our southern ports, 
and it is safe to say that the present 
year will see the south enjoying all that 
it needs in the shape of direct trade f: 
cilities. This means immigration, develop- 
ment and business. ’Ninety-three will be 
a bright and prosperous year in our his- 


tory: 
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A Few Questions. 

If we could forecast the new year as 
the signal-service men do the weather, 
many questions would receive very un- 
expected answers. 

Will our present signs of prosperity 
hold good their fair promise? Will the 
Asiatic cholera visit us? Will silver re- 
sume its rightful place? - 

Will Canada or Cuba come under our 
flag? Will Irish home rule become an 
accomplished fact? Will Europe and 
South America settle down and keep the 
peace? ' 

Will the 180,000 federal offices be 80 
distributed as to fall to the worthiest of 
the 1,800,000 office seekers?

Will the great mass of our people solve 
the problem of making half a dollar of 
income pay a round dollar of debt?

These questions cover a wide range, and 
the answers to them will decide the com- 
plexion of the year. 


The Reduction of Cotton Production. 

While our southern planters have profit- 
ed by their reduction of the cotton acre- 
age, and while far-seeing men in this 
section advise them to stick to their new 
policy, very different counsel comes from 
other quarters. The Cincinnati Commer- 
cial-Gazette says: 

This is a narrow-minded policy. If the 
southern planters want the world’s supply 
of cotton to be furnished largely from Egypt 
and India, they can assist the movement by 
cutting down the acreage of the great staple. 
Two years ago the southern farmers were af- 
flicted with the statesmanship of holding 
back their cotton for high prices, and they 
caused themselves enormous losses. Such 
meddlesomeness with straightforward  bust- 
ness is a doleful symptom of disastrous de- 
lusions. The wheat farmers and corn farmers 
are also disposed to keep down the acreage. 
If they do they will have to pay the ex- 
penses. Do they think the people would vote 
for higher bread? 

It is true that short crops of American 
cotton will cause the English factories to 
continue adapting their machinery to the 
short staple of India and Egypt, but it 
will be some years before the product of 
those two countries will seriously com- 
pete with out cotton. For the present, 
our southern planters may confidently go 
ahead on their profitable line of keeping 
their cotton acreage within moderate 
limits. By the time India and Egypt be- 
gin to hurt us, our diversified agriculture 
will be on a paying basis, and what we 
lose on cotton will be made up in other 
ways 

It may suit our northern and English 
advisers to recommend the all-cotton folly 
in the south, but our people have been 
nearly ruined by it, and they do not pro- 
pose to stick to a crop which fails to pay 
the cost of production. When we pro- 
duce all the food crops needed for man 
and beast, we shall be independent, no 
matter what price cotton brings.

Under 
such conditions men have early warnings, 
the most important of which, the doctor 
says, are: 

1. Certain physical symptoms, such as ex- 
cessive irritability of temper, depresston of 
spirits, morbid impulses and fears, constantly 
recutring thoughts, phrases or suspicions, 
sense of effort, impairment of memory and 
attention, change in habits and methods of 
mcptal work. 

Laxity or immobility of countenance. 
A diminution or loss of physical resisting 
power. . 

4. Heart failure. 

5. Sleeplessness. 

6. Pain or distress in the back of the head 


and neck. 
7. Nervous dyspepsia. 


Excessive irritability is a sign of brain 
overwork. It alternates with feelings of 
depression and exhaustion. A victim of 
too much brain work his morbid impulses 
and fears. He will find himself un- 
able to banish some phrase or thought 
from his mind, and then he is on the 
danger line. Nervous dyspepsia is one of 
the strongest evidences of brain strain, 
and it is now settled that Bright’s disease 
frequently results from mental overwork.

GivelInvestments—Surplus Cash Not Neces- 
sary. 

Editor Constitution: { have read with in- 

terest your well considered editorial on the 

subject of my recent letter “Our Rich Men 


and Our Coilleges.”’ 

This is one paragraph in it, however, which 
may have a soporific effect on the consciences 
of our rich men, and, for this reason, it should 
be modified by further comment. It is as 
follows: 

“We agree with Dr. Candler that our col- 
leges for southern whites deserve a better fate, 
but we do not say that we should approxithate 
the showing made by an old and wealthy 
state like assachusetts. Some well-known 
Georgians have made donations 
to our educational institutions, and, doubtless, 
others will follow their example in the near 
future. The active material development of 
this region keeps the capital of our rich men 
tied up, and there is no great amount of sur- 
plus cash to be invested, loaned or given 
away.’ 

I beg_to submit in modification of it the fol- 


lowing propositions: 

1. We are not only far behind old sates 
like Massachusetts. We are far behind such 
yong states as Illinois, Wisconsin and even 
Ca‘ifornia. These were western wilds when 
Georgia was a charter member of our sister- 
hood of states. 

2. One can count on his fingers the Geor- 
giens who have given respectable sums to 
higher education. 

3. If the capital of our rich men is tied up 
in the development of the material resources 
of our state let them give some of these in- 
vestments to college endowments. “Surplus 
cash’’ is not necessary. Endowments are not 
in cash, but in real estate, stocks and bonds. 
Let some of our rich men put in colleges the 
titles to some of the properties in which they 
have tied up this ‘“‘surplus cash’”’ and let the 
income from these properties go to sustain our 
colleges and these educational inst?tutiong 
will vot complain that their gifts are not in 


cash. 

It is this unceasing use of money to make 
more money which the scriptures condemn. 
It is this investment business which cripples 
-all our institutions. Jesus drew a full length 
picture of a man who was absorbed in storing 
away what he had made instead of using it 
for good ~ends, and when He finished it He 
wrote under it “Thou fool, this night shall 
thy soul be reqttired of thee.’’ 1at poor 
creature’s money was tied up too, and so was 
his manhood. 

If oar investments can be used as a plea 
to justify our lack of benevolence nothing can 
be easier than for a rich man to keep himself 
always in such a fix he car do,nothing. Let 
him keep himself in debt for mew purchases 
of real estat stocks, bonds. etc., and his 
excuse is perfect for neglecting all benevo- 
lence. 

Mr. Editor: It is not good excuses which 
shall avail to save us in the present crisis. 
Good excuses can save our reputation, but+ 
we want to_sive the present generation from 
ignorance. That will reqhire money, not ex- 
cuses. If we are not as rich as some others 
it is clear we must catch up with them by 
being more libera! than they are. 

Let our rich people meditate on this. It 
will cost you and your children more not to 
endow these colleges of ours than endowment 
will cost. Many of your investments are 
weaw today because of the educational 
conditions of our section. They will be 
weaker tomorrow than they are today if the 
conditions are not speedily changed.

THE NEW YORK SENATORSHIP.

avowedly represents the true and unselfish 
spirit or national patriotism. 

Since democracy does not stand for fads or 
whims in politics, nor for any especial issue 
which a group of individuals may deem of 

aramount importance, Mr. Murphy has rere. 
¥y carried out sound dgmocratic traditions in 
ignoring the special issues which his personal 
adversaries have sought fri ms time 
to time to thrust upon the jar- 
ty. As the official head of ihe 
democratic organization in New York state he 
has been compelled occasionally to encounter 
severe criticism from both political friends 
and foes. Yet none has questioned his hon- 
estv or ability, nor has the breath of scandal 
ever tainted the purity of hfs political mo- 
tives. Wisat, then, is the meaning of the ad- 
verse movement which seeks to interfere with 
his accession to senatorial honors? 

The reasons for the opposition to Mr. Mur- 
phy in his own state are not far to seek, 
and have, indeed, been sufficiently outlined in 
the preceding paragraph. There is but little 
dcrbt of his election in dre time te the United 
States senate; there need be none that he 
would prove to the peer of any states.

Gordon located at Charlottesville, Va., and 
at the age of twenty-six was elected to the 
state senate fur a term of three years and 
could have been re-elected but declined the 
nomination. In the state senate he was one 
of the best men and was one of those who 
worked hardest to redeem the state from 
Mahone and his rule. As a political ora- 
tor he worked all over the state and made 
friends in every section. He has been the 
orator before the Alumni Society of the 
University of Virginia and before the Socie- 
ty for the Preservation of Virginia Antiq- 
uities. Mr. Gordon has been the ‘orator 
of the Southern Society of New York and 
has addressed the literary societies of Ran- 
dolph Macon college. Next June he will 
speak at the commencement exercises of the 
University of New York. Mr. Gordon, 
though young, is one of the greatest admir- 
ers of General Lee, and is now making the 
preparation of his life. His address will be 
one that will please all who hear it and that 
the house will be packed no one doubts who 
has seen the application for invitations to 
the evening.

He Spent the Night in the Woods—He 
Is Now Confined in the Iron

In the strong iron cage in the upstairs cor- 
ridor of the Fulton county jail a tall, mus- 
cular young man paced to and fro all yes- 
terday afternoon and last night.

CHICKAMAUGA CASE. 
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Thirty-Five Witnesses in Court to Testify 
in the Scott Appeal. 


THE COURT WILL ‘GO TO COLUMBUS 


There Is a Case Agsinst Frank W. Little, 
Bon of Postmaster Little—Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 


Yor the past three days the time of the 
United States court been taken up 
with the case of the Scotts against the 
Chickamauga Jand appraisers. 

And this case, which is a consolidation 
of two, with two other cases of a similar 
nature will occupy “the attention of the 
court for the rest of the week. 

The stoty of the hearing before Judge 
Newman dates back, of course, to the act 
of congress in August, 1890, which pro- 
vided for the settiug aside of certain tracks 
of land, upon which the battle of Chicka- 
mauga was fought, for the purpose of the 
military park. Congress made an ippro- 
priation of first $1<0,000, then followed this 
up with an appryriation of a quarter, of 
a million dollars. 

The idea was to convert to the use of the 
government, 7,00) acres of land lying in 
Walker and Catoosa counties, upon each 
side of the county lines, contiguously. The 
plans were afterwards changed, however, 
and only 5,000 acres were thought to be 
necessary to carry out the park scheme. 
Among the other lands condemned and 
taken were two tracts of land, together 
containing 1U acres, belonging to what is 
known in that portion of the country as 
the Scott estate, in Walker county. 

‘he proceedings to condemn were under 
two re-enacted sections of the national 
cemetery act ol lovi, amd were summary 
in their character. Petutions were 
tiled by the United States to condemn the 
Scott estate, and appraisers were appointed 
on the selection of voth the United States 
and tha plaintiffs. In November of 1svl, 
the am -‘sers proceeded to examine the 
land and fix a value. 

The report. of the appraisers fixed the 
value of the Scott lands at a fraction less 
than fifty uollays The Scotts appealed 
from the award, alti now that appeal is 
the issue before the OUm.t@a.States court;

The United States court will go to Co- 
lumbus next Monday and will be there a 
week disposing of botk criminel and civil 
business. United Siates Attorney Darnell 
has sixty criminal cases on bis docket and 
hopes to clear them off at the rate of fifteen 
a day. 

Some of the cares are large ones and the 
sentences following conviction arrange from 
one to fifteen year:. There is a conspiracy 
case, a couple of perjury cases, counter- 
feiting cases, aud not the least, a post- 
ottice case; th» smaller cases are for the 
violation of the i: ternal revenue laws, 

The postoffice case is the one that crea- 
ted pach a sensation in Atlafita at the time. 
It is that of Postmaster Little, of West 
Point, who was arrestec last year on the 
charge of opening registered letters and of 
taking postal notes. :

KNOCKED BY A TRAIN. 


A Sen of Ex-Councilman Morris Seriously

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About the Iron Industries of the 
Southern District. — 


AND THE RISE AND FALL OF PRICES 


Georgia Has the Finest Iron Ore in the 
South, bnt It Still Awaits 
Development. 


General John T. Wilder, who is the head 
of the great iron industries of Johnson City, 
Tenn., was inthecity last night. Gen- 
eral Wilder is recognized as one of the most 
practical and progressive of the men who 
have, during the last quarter of a century, 
succeeded in bringing the south into indus- 
trial activities and progressive methods. 

In a brief talk with The Constitution this 
always interesting talker said many things 
worthy of far wider repetition. 

“How are the iron industries of the south 
just now, general?’ 

‘hey are in fair condition, but liable to 
be dull enough for some time to come,” was 
his reply. 

“Why do you judge so?” 

“Because iron is a peculiar commodity. 
It seems to have a wave movement in its

it will go even lower than that—and then it 
will rise and fall along that line in periods 
of eight to ten years. I have been making 
iron for forty-six years and 1 never kuew it 
to be lower, comparatively, than it is now.” 

“Are you running your furnaces now at 
Johuson City?” 

“We are preparing to put them in opera- 
tion at once. ‘Lhe iron we make is from the 
Cranberry ores, the finest in the cvuuntry, 
aud our product sells in Pittsburg and im the 
northern trade for $6 a ton more than the 
best Bessemer iron they can get from their 
ewno fturvaces, It is a grade of iron which 
can be used to make cast steel aud that 
We have a plant that 
will turn out 150 tons per day.” 

‘How about southern irons in general?” 

‘““lhey are only good for the ordinary 
uses of iron, for gas and water pipes and 
common foundry castings. ‘The irons of 
the Chattanooga and Birmingham districts 
are of this character and yet, use of the 
low cost of production, they can be made 
and marketed, as a rule, at a profit—more or 
less, according to the fluctuations I spoke of 
awhile ago. But let me tell you that my 
experience is that iron-making cannot be 
counted upon to yield an average profit 
throughout the years of more than 6 per 
cent. That is all 1 have made during my 
long career in the business.” 

“What effect, think you, the changes 
growing out of the presidential election will 
have upon southern enterprises and devel- 
opments ?”’ 

“Oh, I think the general effect of demo- 
cratic success will be to encourage southern 
men and capital to go more readily and 
earnestly into these development lines of 
industry and into general manufactures. I 
am not so sanguine that the effect will be to 
bring much northern capital into the south— 
at least, not right away. Capital is very 
cautious, and the eastern investor will be ex- 
ceedingly chary of sending his money down 
here until many issues of finance and taxa- 
tion that are now open are dealt with and 
settled in a definitive and reassuring manner 
by congress. Now, I have been east re- 
cently and I found that this is the very best 
time a man will ever have, perhaps, to buy 
out cheaply eastern interests in southern 
enterprises. I have bought some myself aud 
know that the prevailing feeling is to unlaod 
sourthern stocks. Southern men ought to 
buy them while they are suffering this false 
fright. ? 

“But,” said General Wilder, “it is not 
politics or distrust of the honesty generally 
of the south, that is making men wary about 
coming among us with capital and indu:tri s. 
The main drawback to this section is found 
in the miserable laws that operate to make 
frauds upon creditors easy. Bad collection 
Jaws—laws that favor long delays and costly 
litigation to avoid payment of just debts— 
these will retard the development of any 
country on earth. We need to reform these 
things rigidly and as gpeedily as possible. 

And, by the way, before you go, let me 
tell you that the finest iron ore in America, 
if not in the world, is right up’here near 
Canton, Ga., and is largely owned by At- 
lanta parties. It is in a vein that varies 
from 25 to 100 feet in thickness and is nine 
miles long. If a railroad could be run from 
it to Chicamauga to bring the coke and iron 
together the combination would give oppor- 
tunity for one of the most splendid iron 
plants in the union. The iron is of the 
rarest sort and will make a pig that can be 
used for the finest machine castings. That 
sort of iron sells higher, as a rule, than Bes- 
Semer iron. Or, if the coke and iron could 
both be brought together here at Atlanta, 
it would be & great paying enterprise. At- 
lanta foundries alone would use up the prod- 
ap a one of the furnaces.”

TRIED BEFORE JUDGE WESTMORELAND 


The Verdict Was Rendered at 2 O’Clock, 
and Read,“We, the Jury, Find 
the Detendant Not Quilty.” 


Mr. George E-. Hoppie was yesterday 
morning acquitted of the charge of libel. 

The verdict of the jury was rendered 
at 2 o’clock and it read: “We, the jury, 
find the defendant, George E. Hoppie, not 
guilty.” 

It was received with a look of evident 
satisfaction on the part of Mr. Hoppie while 
the prosecutor, Mr. Mountain, appeared 
perfectly satisfied although the case hal 
terminated in the manner exactly the op- 
posite from what he had hoped. 

Ye«terday's Trial. 

The case was called before Judge West- 
moreland yesterday morning at 9 o’clock. 

At that time, however, Mr. Burton Smith, 
the attorney for the defense, was not pres- 
ent Mr. W. H. Pope, the associate coun- 
sel, stated that Mr. Smith had only stepped 
out for a second and would be in the court- 
rcom without delay. 

Judge Westmoreland is a very particular 
man in this respect and he very rarely loses 
a minute of time. Attorneys who have 
cases in his court are required to be prompt- 
ly on time or they suffer by reuson of their 
delay to respect the rigid exactions of the 
court. 

Mr. Pope had scarcely finished his explan- 
ation to the court when Mr. Smith put in 
his appearance. He had gone out to get 
the tax collector, Mr. A. P. Stewnrt, who 
was the first witness iu the case. He was 
closely followed by the gentleman for whom 
he had gone in search. 

Mr. stewart Testifies. 

Mr. Stewart was the first witness who 
was placed upon the stand. 

He testified that he was a disinterested 
witness in the case and that he was pres- 
ent to testify in regard to the truth : the 
case as far as his observation extend 

He had given the A:lanta Traction Com- 
pany the sum of $5,000 as an inducement 
for them to project the line through his 
property. This had been done and was 
therefore interested in the company. Mr. 
Stewart testified that he knew nothing of 
the $50 that was drawn by Mr. Moun- 
tain, and which was charged to have been 
hidden in the pay roll, until after he had 
inspected the books. 

Mr. Stewart's testimony was rather short 
and he had nothing to say that indicated 
any abpimus towards Mr. Mountain. 

Argument Begins. 

After the testimony of Mr. Stewart had 
been delivered the case as far as the wit- 
nesses were concerned was concluded. 

The argument then began before the 
jury. Mr. Thomas at first waived the priv- 
ilege of making a speech at the beginning 
of the argument to which Mr. Smith follow- 
ed suit, but after a dialogue which occur- 
red between himself and Mr. Smith which 
was interrupted by the opinion of the court 


to the effect that Mr. ‘Thomp- 
son was entitled to speak _ last 
in the case whether or not Mr. Smith 


made a speech, it was finally decided by 
Mr. Thomas that he whould state the case 
to the jury and then allow Mr, Smith to 
proceed with his argument after which he 
would close for the state. 

The arguinent of Mr. Smith was very 
caustic and he took occasion, during the de- 
livery of his argument, to characterize the 
conduct of Mr- Mountain by the use of some 
very harsh adjectives. He referred to him 
as a disgrace to the country from which he 
had come, and as a man who had been so 
injured by the effect of whisky that his 
mind had suffered a complete overthrow. 

He had fully merited from the evidence 
every word that Mr. Hoppie had charged 
against him. 

The speech of Mr. Thomas, in behalf of 
Mr. Mountain, the prosecutor, and against 
Mr. Hoppie was equally as severe as that 
of Mr. Smith. He characterized the. con- 
duct of Mr. Hoppie as in the highest degree 
offensive and his denunciation of Mr. Moun- 
tain the grossest libel. 

Verdict of the Jury. 


The case was submitted to the jury about 
noon. A verdict was agreed upon at 1 
o’clock, during th2 dinner recess of the 
court. As soon as the court reconvened in 
the. afternoon the verdict was received and 
read as above given. .
